Not only have, Imperlul .troops again*ht- 
taolted the > International representatives 
at Fekln, but the Chinese government la 
reported as, nctuully conniving to bring 
about their assassination. These facts 
were presented In the oQicial cipher dls"- 
patch received by the State Department 
from Minister Conger. The message wag 
telephoned to the President at Canton, 
Though the authorities have had every 
reason to believe that the ^Chinese gov- 
ernment is responsible -for the present 
conditions of affairs that prevail, It has 
apparently believed the polite fiction that 
a mob was In control in Pckln and that 
the Imperial government- was unable to 
regain control. Minister Conger's latest 
dispatch entirely dissipates any such be-, 
lief. He states that the "Chinese govern- 
ment Insisting upon our leaving Fekln, 
which would be cortnln death," and tlten 
that "rifle firing upon us dally, by impe- 
rial troopB." 1 Taken In conjunction with 
previous information received .by tbe 
authorities, there can he no longer any 
doubt that the Chinese government Is 
directly responsible for the existing situ- 
ation, 

Taking everything into consideration, 
this message of Minister Conger contains 
more Information In regard to the situa- 
tion In Fekln, and the condition of. ttie 
American citizens there, as well as 'the 
views of the Minister,' than any message 
received from him since rcgulnr com- 
munication was shut oil. 

Acting Secrctary/Adec, who had b(*cn 
called to the department, communicated 
with Secretary Root, Informing. him thnt 
a dispatch from -Minister Conger had 
been received, nnd by an appointment 
met that offlcIaJ/at the White Ho'uec.'

\ 'Acting Sot»tary of State Adee on Sun- 
day received' from the. Chinese minister, 
Mr.-Wu, d copy, of an imperial' edict ap- 
pointing Ll'Hung Chang envoy, plenlpo: 
ton clary, with iimtructioua to propose at 
once by telegraph to the governments of 
the several powers concerned the Imme- 
diate cessation, of hostile. demonstrations 
pending negotiations which he is author- 
ized to conduct for the settlement of ques- 
tions arluing out. of tho present troublcsi 
A reply has been returned to, tho Chi- 
nese government, through j Mr. Wui': Jo 
which tiie United States declines to mod- 
ify its policy' and further insists upon tbe 
conditions specified b; the President in 
his letter of July 23. in 'reply to the Em; 
pe rot's appeal for mediation. These con- 
ditions were three in number, and two 
have beon granted— the nssurnne'e of the 
eafety or the ministers and the restora- 
tion af free communication between them 
and their governments. The third, that 
the authorities nld tlie relief expedition 
in libera ting legaticners, may be granted, 
and then the United States will be ready 
to listen to the peace proposals of LI 
Hung Chang. The State Department, 
besides sending this reply to China, fur- 
nished copies of- it to the vnrlous' govern- 
ments of Europe and to Japan. 
. The grent Chinese statesman 'Is practi- 
cally given carte bliincbe by bis Emperor 
to conduct the entire peace program and 
the settlement of the terms' whereby the 
various powers are to he satisfied for in- 
jurlos and damage. The edict follows: 

"In the present conflict between Chi- 
nese and foreigners there has been some 
misunderstanding on tho pnrt of foreign 
nations, and also a want of proper man- 
agement on the part of some of the local 
authorities. A clash of arms Is, followed 
by calamitous results and causes a rup- 
ture of friendly relntions, which. will ul- 
timately do no good to the world. We 
hereby appoint LI Hung Chang as our 
envoy plenlpo tcutlnry, with instructions 
to propose nt once by telegraph to the 
governments of tho several powers con- 
cerned for" immediate cessation of hostile 
demonstrations pending negotiations, 
which be Is hereby authorized to conduct 
for our part for the settlement of what- 
ever questions may have to be dealt with, 
The questions are to be severally con- 
sidered In a satisfactory manner,' arid the 
result of the negotiations reported to ui 
for our sanction. Respect this." 

This edict wns forwarded by the privy 
council nt Pekin under dute of the Htb 
day of the seventh moon (Aug. S) to Gov- 
ernor Yuan nt Tsl Nnn, Sbnngtung, whe 
transmitted It on the i7th day of the 
same moon, Aug. 11, to the Tno Tai of 
Shanghai, by whom it wns transmitted 
to Minister Wn Ting Fang, who received 
It ou the night of the same da y, Aug. 11.

Battleship Wrecks 
Boat Destroyer. 

Tho new French torpedo-boat destroyer 
Frnmee lies at tbe bottom of the ocean 
off Cnpe St, Ylncent, sunk by the first-' 
class. bnttle-ship Brennus. Of the fifty- 
nine men on board the Framefc only four- 
teen were snved. Among those lost are 
the captain, Mauduit du Plesslx, and the 
second lieutenant nuil chief engineer. The 
cause of the disaster, which occurred dur- 
ing nnvnl maneuvers at night, wns the 
misunderstanding af signals by the helms- 
man on the Frnmee. 

At the time of tho accident, nccoiding 
to a dispatch from Admiral Foamier, he 
wns giving to the Frninee orders for tho 
execution of a difficult maneuver. Those 
orders, according to custom, were being 
transmitted' by luminous ■ signals, tho 
BrennuB being- slightly ahend of the 
'Frnmee, which was closely following on 
the left. Suddenly there wns a cry of 
warulng on the battle-ship; It wob seen 
that the Frnmee was nnpronching dan- 
gerously near. Then en me tbe disastrous 
mistake of tlie man nt the wheel. In- 
stead of Bteering twenty degrees to the 
left, at Incrensed speed)' ns be had been 
ordered tn, he put the holm In- directly the 
other direction. .This brought the Frames 
directly under tho rain of the Brennus, 
Such was the speed of the latter that a 
collision could not be averted.

Dlacovery of n Fcheme to Mako Lord 
Hobcrta n PrJaoncr. 

A plot to seize General Roberts and to 
shoot ns many as possible bf the British 
officers In Pretoria was discovered, nnd 
ten men charged with complicity nrrest* 
ed.' Everything wns prepared in the plot 
to make Lord Roberts a prisoner, and 
shoot the British officers and. the con- 
spiracy was only discovered at, the last 
moment. The conspirators numbered 
about fifteen. They hnd- planned to Bet 
fire to the houses in the extreme western 
part of tbe city, hoping' that the \roops 
would be concentrated there. The plan 
was that then the conspirators were 
forcibly to enter all homes occupied by. 
British officers, tlicse; having' been pre- 
viously mnrked, nnd to'klU/lke occupants. 

All the Boer sympathizers,' were : nc i 
nuuinted with the plot nnd sevonil had 
been told off to secure the/perton of Dotd 
Roberta and to hurry; with bim, tb'tho 
nearest eommniido, .Hoi«oh lind been ob-, 
tnlned. lor. til Is. purpose. Then the Brit-, 
Ish learned the. names of the rJn'gleadera/ 
who were put under arrest, .'

Republican President on Nov. 0, lSOO.* 
Though comparatively, young In years, 
Mr. Yates 'is. old lu experience. The 
days of. his childhood were .epoch-mak- 
ing days, /ind ha them ho not only lived 
but was brought mto dally contact with 
tho men who were most active- .and 
powerful In. shaping events.

The rivers' of China, like the people, 
are extremely treacherous. They have 
no Axed channels, but move In the im- 
petuous floods that come pouring down 
from the mouutaius lu the rainy sea- 
son, sometimes ns much' as 100 miles 
from their old. beds, leaving the inter- 
vening tracts burled deep" under the 
sand, destroying life, making a desert 
ot cultivated fields over an area of 
many hundreds of miles, and plunging 
the farming population Into terrible 
poverty and famine, J The enormous 
canals, constructed by the Government 
to correct the evil, have been of no 
avail in this direction, ai though tlicy 
have formed. In the'pnst great water- 
ways crowded with craft, aloiiB which 
supplies of food «ud merchandise can 
be carried to the markets nt a trlUlng 
cost. . Modern engineering, when the 
break-up. 'of China comes, will find the 
Bubjectlon of Chinese rivers a problem 
that will- challenge all its genius and 
perseverance, and It may accomplish 
hero what' It has failed to do with oth- 
er great streams where tho alluvial soil 
is carried down by the current to block 
tho mouth and place a tnntallzlng ob- 
stacle In tli way of navigation.
